tricating himself from the embarrassing situations into which he is 
thrown,, on. being discovered by the masters whom he had 
pillaged. The audience laughed most heartily throughout, and 
the Burletta was completely successful. 

O.ympic.—This bijou of a Theatre, on its re-opening on Mon- 
day next, will present a very novel and elegant coup d’wil, aod 
will outvie most-of its rivals. The ceiling, which has heen raised 
nearly seven feet, and is dome shaped, is divided into eight 
compartments richly ornamented, and the interstices of the ceiling 
represent the sky, through which garlands. of flowers ‘are swung, 
and return down the pilasters, which are créam colored richly gilt, 
and a splendid chandelier is suspended from the centre.
